The formal certificate in the 
case is being prepared and wil!

ACQUITTALS

Tennis is universally popular in 
Australia. Its people know the 
game, its press handles it well. 
Mr. R. H. Aston, who writes un- 
der the pen name of “Austral,” one 
finds one of the keenest students 
of the game and one of the clev- 
rest tennis critics now writing. 

In e old days before the war 
the whole group of islands were 
united in the term, “Australasia 
Tennis Association,” including Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Tasmania. 
But in 1921, following the visit of 
the American Davis cup team to 
New Zealand, the latter broke 
away from the Australian 
tion and is now k~own as a sep- 
arate nation in the vis cup com- 
petition. 

There were several excellent 
reasons for this move. In the first 
place, New Zealand, with the ex- 
ception of A. F. Wilding 


competition was the primary cause. 
Most of the polici were set by 
the Australian association with thei 
result that tennis rather died of 
dry rot in New Zealand for some 
years. The appearance of the 
American Davis cup team at Auck- 
land aroused much public interest, 
heartily joined in and approved of 
by the Governor-General, His Ex- 
eéliency, Lord Admiral Jellicoe, 
himself a keen tennis player. Ten- 
nis took a new leare on life and, 
wick to grasp its opportunity for 
ndependence, the New Zealand 
Tennis Association declared its de- 
sire for individual identity. This 
Was agreed upon by the Australian 
association and New Zealand to- 
day stands on its own feet inter- 
nationally. 

They did not place a team in 
the 1923 Davis Cup competition 
but I fully expect to see them en- 
ter a team of younger stars within 
the next few years. New Zealand 
somewhat resembies Canada in her 
jack of great stars, but she has 
wonderful potential champions 
among the sturdy youth of the 
country.

Heavy pur- | 
chases during one particular month 
might mean increases in the price, 
but only to lose the advance later. 

There have been many of the, 
mines that figure that they have 
been running 60 or 70 per cent 
capacity, which ‘is in reality figur- 
ing against war-time capacity, yet 
it is doubtful if they could reach 
their war-time production records 
im several years if the occasion re- 
quired. Due to high costs, devel- 
opment work has lagged and ore 
reserves in general do not stand 
today as they did before the war 
period. It would take consider- 
able time to catch up on develop- 
ment work. 

With production curtailed to the 
tune of abodt 20,000,000 pounds 
monthly, it is not to be expected 
that the buyers have been asleep 
or that they are not watching the 
trend of events If they fonesee 
copper is going to a much higher 
price, it would not be surprising 
to see exceptionally large sales to 
get advantage of the present low 
price. This might cause a tempo- 
rary boom, such as was had during 
the early months of 1923. This 
was very bed for the industry, and 
the produ do not desire to see 
any buying boom started or any 
quick rise in prices.

RICE TO JAPAN 


According to information from 
the American Acting Commercial 
Attache in Japan that government 
has extended the time for the im- | 
portation of rice duty free to July 
31. 1924. 

ne extent of the importation of 
California rice by Japan is little 
known, and would seem to the 
average mind like “carrying coals 
to New Castle.“ According to a 
bulletin issued by the Research 

and Information Department of 
the California Development Asso- 
clation, Japan paid $1,790,263 for 


California rice in 1921, this be- 
ing the first year the Japanese con- 
sumed our product to any extent. 


California rice exported to Ja- 
pan in 1922 amounted to $4,569,- 
711, In 1923 $3,666,411, or a total 


of nearly $10,000,000 for this three- 


year period. California cracked 
and rice flour imported by 
Japan amounts to nearly another 
million and a half dollars. 

The opening of this oriental 
market, together with home con- 
sumption, has placed rice among 
one of the principal products of 
California. Though Texas, Louls- 
jana and Arkansas have greater 
acreage, California ranks second in 
production, and produces the only 
rice grown on the American con- 
tinent which is acceptable to the | 
oriental. | 


There were 106,000 acres in Cal- 
ffornia under rice cultivation in 
1923, which yielded 5,470,000 bush- 
els, valued at $6,126,000. 

The two factors that enabTe can 
fornia to sell dee to Japan in face

During the past 
fifteen months. production has 
been bullt up from about 65 per 
cent of capacity to 90 per cent of 
capacity at the present time.

Community interest in police 
problems and a sense of individual 
responsibility in crime and vice 
suppression are two of the most 


important factors in efficient police 
work, according to Chief of Police 
Vollmer. The Chief made this 


statement in an interview in which |‘ 


he again asked the citizens of Los 
Angeles for their co-operation and 
in turn placed the police depart- 
ment at the disposal of any person 
wee wishes to help enforce the 

w. 

“The Los Angeles police depart- 
ment belongs to the people of Los 
Angeles. Their problems are our 
problems, and our problems: are 
their problems. Co-operation is 
just as important in police work 
as it is in any civic undertaking, 
and a police department. can be 
made just as efficient as the people, 
it serves wish it to be,” Chief Voll- 


CRIME PLANNED 


Reports to his intelligence de- 
partment that several large con- 
signments of illicit liquor were to 
be smuggied into the city from 

exico and the north and that 

bectlieggers and their fellows-in- 
crime were anticipating increased 
activity prompted Chief Vollmer to 
point out the importance of co-op- 
eration in law enforcement. 
The law violators are supported 
by only a small portion of the 
residents of a city, the lef said. 
The larger, mare rep tative 
elements can be of greatest aasist- 
ance to their police department if 
they would report to the police 
department law violations that 
come to their attention. 

“We want to know what is go- 
ing on. We welcome information 
and suggestions, The law viola- 
tors are constantly on the move. 
We are forever shifting our lines 
of information and our methods to 
meet changing conditions. A citi- 
zen cannot render greater serv- 
ice than to call to the attention 
of my office or to any branch 
the police department anything 
that may look suspicious to him. 
This type of co-operation is essen 
tial to efficiency,” he declared. 


GREAT AID GIVEN ~ 

Last fall Chief Volimer asked 
the citizens of Los Angeles to re- 
port to him any violatione that 
came to their attention. The re- 
sult was astounding. The first five 
days in November brought 157 re- 
ports on liquor violations alone. 
These reports came from citizens, 
and many of them were in places 
that ordinary police methods find 
hard to reach. When it is con- 
sidered that for the entire month 
of October only 336 reports came 
in through the ordinary channels. 
the importance of citizens’ interest 
in police work at once became ap- | 
parent, the Chief said. 

“Take the work of the vice 
uad, for example,” Chief Voll- 
mer continued. “I issued my first 
call for citizen co n in Oc-, 
tober, last year. © reports that 
came to this office helped jump 
the total of arrests by several hun- 
dread and the ‘lid’ became 
clamped down tighter than ever.
